This morning, the Des Moines Register carried the following advertise- 
ment : "Visit the Golden Dragon City on the planet of Dreams whioh was founded 
Just twenty years ago by the 1949 Graduating Class of Johnston High School, 
in Johnston, Iowa. These 22 Seniors, seeking excitement, allowed themselves 
to be shot out of a cannon to further scientific researoh into the solar 
system. They landed on this new planet, and, having invented no way to return 
to Earth at that time, they were obliged to remain there. What they have ac- 
complished will astouhd you. Round-trip tickets on Rocket Ship, only $7.85."

It is now noon and we 1 re boarding the Rocket Ship with some misgivings, 
but we are anxious to see our old friends. In less time than it takes to 
wrinkle your nose, we are in the air and on our way. Swiftly our ship gains 
speed and the urge to be on solid ground grows more intense as we see in the 
distance, the planet of Dreams.
